ment of lying in children is the em- 
ployment of excessive and ill-advised 
punishments The child who becomes 
a liar is the one who lives in perpetu- 
al terror of reproaches, humaliation or 
strokes. The lie for him is a supreme 
resource.

STUDIO IN LION'S CAGE. 


Animal Painters Study at Close Range. 


Next month when 
the new 
lion 


house at the Bronx Zoological Park is 
completed, New York will possess a 
studio which will be unique. Few peo- 
ple know 01 this destined home of art 
which, is tho outcome of a suggestion 
of Director Hornaday, and for which 
the Zoological society ad Jed ?5,000 to 
the oiiginal appropriation for the new 
building. IIr. Hornaday became inter- 
ested ia the matter because of the 
complaints of Ernest Seton-Tbompson, 
A. PMmesxer Proctor and other well 
know painters a-ad ssculptors of ani 
mals concerning the hardships they 
were farced to endure in 
studying 


their -subjects. 


At Central Paik an artist is obliged 


to arrive before nine o'clock in the 
morning if he would sketch among the 
animals. At that hour the crowd pours 


in> and renders further work impossi- 


ble. 
In the winter there is only about 


half an hour before nine o'clock when 
the li&'.it will periait of sketching, and 
with this short time artists who would, 
have lie beasts as their modC'ls must 
be content, even though they have 
come fro.rn a distance. To remedy these 
ovils and to afford the artists of New 
York every facility for pursuing ani 
mal str. ly at the Bronx, the Won house 
studio was planneJ an,I built. 


Tito rtudio is at one 
enJ. of the 


buHdir.-', and shut off. from tbe lion 
house proper, so t-hat artists while a! 
work ii.ay be free from iuliu&ion b\ 
the- public. It consists of two parts—- 
in aiul'Uuiuni and a studio cago. The 
auditciiuifi is 20 by 17 feet, with plat- 
forms inise.l in tiers, so tbat when a 
number of artists arc woiking togothei 


essary. la the lion1 .house at Bronx 
park the roofs of the dens are being 
built quite low, resembling caves, and 
affording the animals an elevation on 
which to climb. Experience teaches 
the keepers that all animals of the 
cat family appreciate such, an eleva- 
tion and spend most of their time up- 
on- it. This will not only give them 
more room to move an, therefore, but 
will display them to ,much advanage 
to the watching throngs.—New York 
Times.

Fuel Briquettes In Germany. 


With the resuuiptlorj of coal mining 


In Pennsylvania tba price of fuel will 
be decreased, bat It will be some 
months before it reaches the normal 
figure. Meanwhile the search for oth- 
er forms al fuel which may in case of 
necessity be substituted for coal will 
not be abandoned. In this coimectiou 
the recent report of Frank H. Mason, 
United Stat«» consul at Berlin, on tbe 
manufacture and use of briquettes 
made from brown coal, peat and the 
dust ;ind waste of coal mines In Ger- 
many is of timely interest 


Mr. Mason says that these briquettes 


form the principal domestic fuel ol 
Berlin and other cities of Germany. 
They ere used for locomotive and other 
steam tiring and are employed ft>r 
heating hi vurioas processes of manu- 
facture. 
' 


As for their advantages, he says that 


they are clean and convenient to ban 
die, light easily and burn with a clear, 
intense flame, make practically no 
smoke and are the cheapest form of 
fuel for most purposes. 


Tho total output of briquettes for 


1901 vras 1,566,385 tons. In tbe man- 
ufacture of this amount 110,930 tons 
of mineral pitch were used at a cost 
of $10.25 per ton delivered. The aver 
age price per ton last year was $3.10, 
which was an advance of §1 over tbe 
prevailing price in 1895 and showed 
how the production and sale of bri- 
quettes can be controlled by a syndi- 
cate. 


Mr. Mason also refers to the econo- 


my iu fuel effected in Germany by tbe 
use of coke, in which every element of 
the blturoiuous coal is saved, either in 
smokeless coke or gas, and. adds, "If 
American municipalities beyond the 
economic range of anthracite are ever 
emancipated from their present ras- 
Balage to the smoke nuisance, it will 
be through the enforced use of one or 
more of three forms of prepared, fuel- 
viz, coke, fuel gas made in closed 
ovens from bituminous coal and bri- 
quettes made from lignite, peat and 
other Inferior materials by processes 
which have been invented, tested aud 
proved to be efficient by the older nud 
ro«re economical countries of Europe.'

The esctsen-ely high price of grain 


lias made jKJultry raising with many 
a more strenuous undertaking than 
over before. To attempt to disguise 
this is misleading. It will not uerma- 
nvHtly help our business to avoid the 
true facts in order to encourage new 
but blind venture* or the- retaining- of 
birds of doubtful promise. 


Every uiiprolitable flock that Is sent 


to market brings Ju immediate cash, 
stops the outlay fcr feed and leaves 
room and means for a new beginning 
•a-ith stock that will \& profitable. 
Egf?s are high, and those \vbo are 
feeding the right kind of hens are 
making more profit than they could 
vi-hea grain and eggs were cheaper. 
but those who arc not fortunate 
enough to get a good egg yield are 
going behind more rapidly than for- 
merly. 


Men with progressive ideas are try- 


ing to show us the importance of get- 
tins flt facts— fundamental truths that 
when understood will help us to work 
understandixigly. Sometimes in a spirit 
of antagonism a poultry raiser claims 
that he is satisfied with his egg yield 
and his ability to control it when such 
figures and facts as he can produce 
will not justify his claim. Others un- 
do.- the pressure of large feed bills and 
H diminished egg supply candidly ad- 
mit that they are "all at sea." 


The condition of the poultry market 


stems to show that the high cost of 
feed is arousing poultry keepers to ac- 
tion. In some sections more early 
batched cockerels have been thrown on 
the market tlmii in previous years. 
The raiser realizes more than ever that 
It does not pay to hold them. As a con- 
eecjuence chickens have brought no 
more this year than last, although cost- 
ing more to produce, 


The usual drop in the egg yield this 


summer has been a serious matter to 
many. In February, March and April 
«he flocks were laying profitably, but 
in May, June and July, with the grow- 
ing chicks making ever increasing de- 
mands for food, broody hens in every 
pen and a lot of hens that ,are not 
broody failing to lay profitably or not 
at all, the poultry keeper may be par- 
doned for asking himself seriously, 
"Where am I at?" We can say that 
the hens, having laid heavily all win- 
ter and spring, need a rest. 


That will do very well when we are 


sure that the individual birds that are 
"resting" now are the ones that laid 
heavily all winter, but often it is found 
that the summer drone is also the win- 
ter drone. A brief period of spring lay- 
ing does not warrant us In feeding a 
bird a whole year. Many flocks con- 
tain a lot of birds that do most of their 
laying in the spring. The most per- 
sistent summer broodies are often of 
this type, and yet some people consider 
broodiuess as an Indication of previous 
heavy laying. 


It behooves us to cull out our un- 


profitable stock. Market while prices 
are good those hens that It will not 
pay to keep and retain only those that 
are likely to be profitable. — Poultry 
Keeper.

the report of Henry Ghs.ii.iot, mude pub- 
lic through the United Siatfs geological 
survey, upon the deforestation of lh* 
state of Washington. The report shows 
that in nineteen counties of the stale 
west of the Cascade nujge

square mik-a were formerly covered 
with merchantable timber, of which T2 
per cent hii$ beeit tut. 17 i>er cent has 
been destroyed by fire aud the remain- 
der Is still covered with standing lim- 
ber. In Mr. Ganuet's own words. "In 


] less than a generation nearly one-third 


of the timber iu one of the richest tim- 
ber regions of thia continent has been 
destroyed, aud of that destruction 
much wore than Lalf has been caused 
by flre." In other words, nearly two 
years' supply of Umber, worth In money 
about $43.000,000. has been destroyed 
by fire. 


This report was made before the re- 


cent terribly destructive forest fires in 
Washington, Oregon, Wyoming «ud 
Colorado, which have added material- 
ly to the average destruction every 
year. The department of agriculture 
estimates that every year at least 
$25,000,000 worth of real property is 
destroyed, fully 10,000.000 acres burned 
over and $75,000,000 worth of young 
forest growths destroyed. 


Such figures as these ought to make 


a deep impression 
upon the public 


mind and awaken a keener public sen- 
timent In favor of forest preservation. 
The property value destroj'ed Is, how- 
ever, not the only item in the annual 
cost of deforestation. 
There must be 


taken into account the deterioration of 
the soil, the drying up of streams and 
water courses, the increased exposure 
of farming regions to drought, burning 
winds and cyclones and the menace to 
public health. Possibly the good citi- 
zen of New York or Ohio will be noth- 
ing out of pocket by the destruction 
of the forests of Washington or Ore- 
gon, but if he has a due appreciation of 
the richness and greatness of his coun- 
try he ought not to view with indif- 
ference the devastation of any part 
of it

Don't Feed Corn to 


Ono writer asks if wheat and rye 


and cracked corn are good for turkeys. 
Wheat is the best possible feed after 
they are old enough to digest it Rye, 
I think,, is too hearty for young tur- 
keys, and corn I never feed in any 
form, as it kills them. I have baked 
johnny cake with butcher's scraps in it 
-and fed them liberally of it, and the 
next thing they began to die by the 
score. They would begin to walk slow, 
as though they were tired or weak. 
They could hardly walk, and it wils 
invariably goodby turkeys. 


As a turkey must be kept healthy to 


live you cannot build up new digestive 
organs on a turkey when they are once 
broken down. Insects and seeds that 
they pick up in the field are their nat- 
ural diet, and if they can be kept out 
of the wet they would do best if In- 
sects were plentiful not to feed at all. 
I have watched my little poults and 
listened to their contented chatter 
•when they could get out in the grass 
after so much confinement, nicking

German Press on Shipping Combine. 


The comments of some of the German 


papers on the Anglo-American shipping 
combine and the British government's 
subsidy to the Cunard steamship line 
are interesting and significant. 
The 


Berlin Kreuz-Zeitung points out that 
Germany Is in no financial position to 
pursue a policy of rival subsidies, and 
adds, "We have more immediate and 
more passing obligations than the 
maintenance for the north Atlantic of 
a standard of freights which secures 
for shareholders a dividend of from fl 
to 8 per cent." 


The Kolnische Volkszeitung also dis- 


cusses the difficulties of the situation, 
tt maintains, indeed, that the subven- 
tions which the Hamburg-American 
line receives are not for the north At- 
lantic traffic, but for carrying the Ger- 
man mails arid for the support of its 
steamship services to South Africa and 
east Asia, which do not pay. Never- 
theless, it remarks, the German Atlan- 
tic company would gladly accept gov- 
ernment subsidies if it could get them. 
But a generous policy of subsidies is 
quite out of the question. 


The Kolnische Volkszeitung then 


proceeds to say: "The question arises* 
whether we have not too loudly and 
too pompously proclaimed the objects 
of our ambition. Many publications of 
the German Navy league and of the 
pan-Germans, und, iu fact, declarations 
which have been made In authoritative 
quarters, have led the English and the 
Americans to believe, or have, at least, 
given them occasion to assert, that it 
is our ambition to achieve naval su- 
premacy on the Atlantic ocean. In our 
opinion it would be very desirable that 
we should act prudently when we have 
to do with such rich rivals as John 
Bull and Uncle Sam." 


A British bluebook discloses the fact 


that Captain Smith, the officer who 
bought mules in New Orleans for South 
African service, pocketed a commis-. 
sion on every purchase, making $500,- 
000 thereby, they say in New Orleans.

POINTS ON MOLTING. 


AJI l£x»«rt'» Observation* t>c TM» 


Important aad Timely Subject. 


I have tried Qoite a number of sys- 


tem* in order to get \ia<.s to molt 
early and have met with fair success, 
says Theodore Hewes. I bave also 
talked to a great many breeders and 
watched the systems as used iu the 
different yards visited, aisd I Ix-ileve 
Mr. Mitchell of Bristol, Conn., has 
come as near solving the problem cs 
any of them. Ills system is to select 
such males or females that be desires 
to have molt -early and confine thc-m In 
small runs or houses for about three 
weeks, giving iheiu ouly f<vxl enough 
to keep them alive. In other \vorda, he 
reduces thehr weight, but as soon as 
the period of fasting is finished they 
are given the richest food and if pos- 
sible are allowed a grass run. The re- 
sult Is that the feathers are dried out 
by this fasting, and the rich food 
starting the young feathers push the 
old dry ones out of place, the bird 
having the appearance of being picked, 


At the time of my visit to Mr. Mitch- 


ell's yards, during the fall of 1901, I 
found in some of the small runs In his 
barn loft, where birds were molting, 
enough loose feathers to make a good 
sized pijlow, and they had dropped out 
of the birds within three days of my 
visit as three days previous the feath- 
ers had all bt-aii cleaned up. The re- 
sult obtained by Mr. Mitchell can be 
secured by allowing the brood bens 
to set for two or three weeks during 
warm weather and when taken off 
the nests giveu the best of food for 
a couple of weeks. There are many 
systems in vogue, all of them proving 
more or less valuable. Some breeders 
place the birds in small houses about 
as large as a dog kennel, facing the 
same to the north, never allowing the 
sun to shine on the bird during molt 
This has a tendency to hurry the molt 
along. 


At oae place I visited I found birds 


confined in coops of this kind that h»c! 
been carefully hand picked, every 
feather being taken off the same as 
dressing for market The poor old 
birds were ashamed of themselves, 
like a peacock when he loses his tall, 
and remained Inside of their boxes all 
day, only coming to the door to eat 
and drink. I am glad to say that this 
system of molting is not at all com- 
mon or popular, and I trust it never 
will be. 


The starving or reducing system Is 


well worth a trial, and when fasting is 
all over be careful to have plenty of 
sunflower seed or oil cake to go with 
their feed, not overlooking the impor- 
tance of green food or grass runs. 
Let any hen that becomes broody sit 
placing her in a keg or barrel turned on 
its side, so that she will heat up thor- 
oughly, and the old feathers will be 
shoved off as BOOU as she is off the 
nest 


Care of Turkey*. 


If we have "hot days and cool nights, 


watch your turkeys closely, and if any 
of them show signs of cold quarantine 
them immediately and give any good 
commercial roup cure. It will be well 
to give some of the cure in the drink- 
ing water given to the rest of the flock, 
and if you notice any of the others 
sneezing and running at the nose place 
them also in quarantine, that you may 
avoid that dreaded disease dlphtberii'c 
roup. 


If any of your flock become crop 


bound (they are not apt to do so if 
thehr grit dish Is kept tilled), pour melt- 
ed lard down the throat and knead the 
crop gently with the fingers. I men- 
tion this now as it sometimes happens 
that their first day Iu the field aftei 
the grain the crop Is full of oats, and 
if they do not get sufficient grit the 
sharp hulls cause it t« pack, so if you 
see a droopy turkey come In catch it, 
and you can easily teil by feeling the 
crop If It be cropbound. Keep it away 
from the rest of the flock, not because 
it is contagious, but for your own con- 
venience in catching It to administer 
medicine and that it may not bo In- 
jured by the rest of the flock.—Mar- 
garet Cavauaugh Daly In Poultry 
Success. 


A KeMt of 14.OOO Hen* 


According to a Sydney paper, Aus- 


tralia has the largesi duck farm and 
the largest Incubator in the world. The 
Incubator has a capacity of 11,440 
ducks' eggs, or 14,080 hens' eggs. The 
machine is, in fact, a hothouse. It 
stands In open ground and is con- 
structed of ordinary pine board, with 
corrugated iron roof. The egg trays 
tach hold 130 ducks' eggs or 100 hens' 
eggs, and there are four of these trays 
end to cud in eleven tiers, one abovo 
the other, on each side of the room, 
making a total of eighty-eight Mois- 
ture is supplied in pans beneath the 
bottom tier of traya. The heat Is sup- 
plied by means of stcnm pipes from a 
large boiler. The Incubator is said to 
be working well and bringing out ft blfc 
percentage of ducks.

FINE FLOUR AND APPENDICITIS. 


A Physician Says Modern Milling is 


Responsible For The Disease. 


Changes in. [milling process^ are re- 
sponsible for appendicitis, according 
to a physician, wiho has bft^n la the 
practice of medicine or fifty years anrt 
who 'has observed the spread of tin1 
disease. This -physician, Dr. H. C. 
Howard of Champaign, 111., asserts 
that until the trade demand for ex- 
ceedingly white flour changed the 
methods of grinding wheat there wa.- 
no appendicitis. 


To prove this assertion tbe physician 


points to tbe fact that whore c-oan>v 
breads are u&ed the disease is un- 
known, but that as soon, as the fine 
•breadstuffs are Introduced appendicitis- 
cornea along as a sequence. By thl. 
reasoning it is shown that the people 
of agricultural communities who se- 
cured their flour Irom small mills did 
not have the disease until the largi 
ones and fine white flour supplanted 
the coarse. Tbe 
negroew 
of 
the 


South so long as they ate corn bread 
•were free from the disease, but when 
the new proems flour began to be used 
the disease came among them. Th< 
eame results attended tbe departure ol 
the Germain folks from thdr coarse- 
bread U> the refined flour.

"Exj.-erienced millers wii! tell 
you 


that the fine Hour is a less desirable 
flour than that made by tbe old pro- 
cess, but the trade demands it chiefly 
on account of its whiteness. On ac- 
count of its indagestibiljty the disar- 
rangement of the digestive organs of 
the people eating it bas greatly in- 
.-reaoed. Tbe prime cause of appendi- 
citis is found in this disarrangement. 


"Quite small children have it. I 


;now one boy wbo has -had thirteen 
well-defined- attacks of tbe disease 
and came out of all of them without 
surgical operations. He changed his 
ood to corn bread and mush, with 
coarse breads in general, vegetables, 
ittle meat and some fruit, and be has 


en on flesh and bas not had a symp- 


om of the disease for three years."— 
hicago Tribune.

ments in the case of Alien G. Mason, 
who is under arrest charged with the 
murder of Miss Clara Mortoa, a laun- 
dress at the McLean asylum in Waver- 
ley last Saturday night, have been of 
a startling nature. 


It was first announced that the 


watch cf the victim had been found 
in a Cambride street pawnshop, where 
it had been pawned for four dollars, 
by a ycung colored man, and this dis- 
covery led at once to a general search 
of the city for tine mo.n by the en- 
tire police force without avail, but 
the later developments cf the day have 
been more sensational. 


When the pawnbroker's memory had 


been jogged a little and ho had had 
time to think ever the matter, he re- 
membered that the watch had been 
brought to his office on last Satur-day 
night, bet ween, eleven, and 11:30 by 
a white man who offered it in pawn. 
Owing to the fact that it was after 
business hours, he refused to receive 
it and after expressing his disappoint- 
ment, th,e man departed, taking the 
watch wih him. 


On Monday morning 
the 
same 


watch was brought in by a colored 
man,, about twenty-one years of age, of 
whom the pawnbroker be-tight it for 
four dollars. A burly negro, evidently a 
'ompanion of the other, 
had 
been 


waiting outside the shop while the 
trade was being mad-e and as soon 
as it was completed, he entered and 
took the money which the proprietor 
passed over. Both men thea< -depart- 
ed. 


Contiauing their investigations, the 
fficers made another startling discov- 
ery, which will have an inrportant 
bearing on the case, to the effect that 
the watch of Miss Agnes McPhee of 
Somerville, another "Jack the Slug- 
ger" victim, had been pawned at the 
same Cambridge street shop on Octo 
ber 3, the day after h-er murder, by 
a white man1, whose description tal 
lied exactly with, tiiat of the man. who 
brought the Morton watch, to

pawnshop last Saturday night.

Lieutenant Emrr.ons Submits His Re- 


port To State Department. 


"Washington^ Xov. 0.—-Lieutenan'i 


George T. Emmons, United States 
navy, retired, has made to the secre- 
tary of state his report upon the re- 
sults cf his investigation along the 
Alaskan boundary of certain, stories 
which have found a frequent repeti- 
tion in late years to the effect that 
raor.uruents have 
been 
discovered 


marking the real boundary line be- 
tween Alaska anj the British North- 
west territory at a point oiany leagues 
further from the sea than the British 
have been willing to admit. Lieut- 
enant Emmcns was selected for the 
work of inquiry because he was thor- 
oughly familiar with the country in 
which the supposed boundary stones 
exist. He spent much of the past 
summer in the rcgicn and now has 
reached a con-elusion. The state re- 
partment, at tins time will not make 
the report public. The inquiry is re- 
garded as but one chapter in a long 
series of investigations which have 
been going -on for the past 10 years 
under t>he auspices of the state depart- 
ment. It is said that the department 
has investigated promptly every ru- 
mor bearing on the existence of 
boundary monuments which presented 
the least appearance of 
plausibility. 


Lieutenant Emmons declares that he 
has not breathed a word of the nature 
of Ms conclusion to any one except 
the officials here 
in 
Washington. 


Still it is regarded as a fair conjec- 
ture that he has not found the stones 
reported to exist to be boundary (mon- 
uments, els& the state department 
would regard it as incumbent upon it 
to take steps to 'bring that fact to 
the attention of he British' govern- 
ment with, a view to securing a recti- 
fication of the temporary 
boundary. 


Instead of doing this, the report has 
been referred to ex-Secretary Jokn W. 
Foster and Senator 
Fairbanks 
for 


their information. They are members 
of the joint high commission, which 
was charged with, the settlement of 
the Alaskan boundary question, among 
many other important matters.

their value to each district having 
them have long been advocated, but 
not until recent rvsrs has the public 
been awakened to tbe!r full signifi- 
cance. After all, it was nut by argu- 
ment that the public was convinced. 
bat from necessity ia the begiiinlng 
aad then by example. The state of 
New Jersey Is wedged Iu U-tween New 
York and Pennsylvania, with one of 
the great ciaes of the country on its 
eastern borders and the second larg.-st 
cuy oa its wesu-ra borders. Its farm- 
ers are mainly engaged in raising truck 
for the millions of peopk- living in 
those two cities. To do this thousands 
of them drive to each city daily with a 
load of truck, starting in the morning 
anywhere from 32 to 4 o'clock to get to 
the markets early enough for the- huck- 
sters. 


"Jersey mud," a clay loam, is pro- 


verbial for its stickiness and disagree- 
able nature to travel through when 
wet, says the Putnam (Conn.) Patriot 
The Jersey farmer knows the value of 
a dollar and is opposed to taxes, but he 
could reckon the difference between 
what be lost daily by reason of had 
roads and the tax he would have to 
pay for building a smooth rock road. 
That having been worked out one good 
road was built and those near it got to 
market regularly and easily, rain or 
shine, saving enough each trip to pay 
the road tax. "Seeing is believing," 
and farmers In other parts became con- 
vinced of their economy, and the exam- 
ple was followed, slowly at first, but 
gradually going on more rapidly. 


Last year 100 miles of new roads 


were built in that state nt a cost of 
about $500,000. This year the demand 
for them is so great that the state will, 
the coming year, venture to put $1,000,- 
000 into 200 miles of macadam. The 
state commissioner of public roads de- 
clares that this movement has in- 
creased the taxable property of the 
Ct*t0 by $27.000,000. Just think of 
that!

Come FftGtl About tbe Hivbvnys of 


It costs on an average $9,000 per 


mile to build a state road in Massa- 
chusetts, says tbe Boston Globe, but 
the actual cost depends on locality and 
conditions, hardly two cases being 
alike. One-fourth of the cost of a 
•tate road is borne by the county in 
iwrhich it is situated, the balance being 
contributed by the state. 


The work of the highway commission 


baa developed a number of high class 
professional roadbuilders. 
Many of 


the younger and more ambitious have 
entered tbe employ of the national gov- 
ernment in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines hi the same line of work, 
Most of the state roads are of broken 
•tone, but a few axe of gravel. The 
type of road built is determined by the 
engineer, who makes careful examina- 
tidn of soils, drainage, gravel, stone, 
grades and traffic. 


The thickness of stone on state roads 


varies from four to sixteen inches, the 
lesser being placed over good gravel or 
•and, the greater over heavy clay. The 
broken stone used on state roads passes 
through hah* Inch, inch and a half aad 
two and a half Inch screens. The lar- 
gest size is placed on the bottom, the 
second size on top of this aud the 
crown is made with half inch materml. 
All are rolled separately and thor- 
oughly. 


The ccst of trap rock for roadbuild- 


tng varies from $1.10 per ton to $1.00 
per ton. 
Tho state owns seventeen 


•team rollers, which are employed in 
state roadbullding. 
The standard 


width of stone roadways in Massachu- 
setts built by the commission is fifteen 
feet 
There are some only ten nnd 


twelve feet wide, but they are not 
deemed economical to maintain. 


When a state road is conducted. It 


remains under the control of the state 
highway commission. The local au- 
thorities are taxed an n mount not to 
exceed $50 per mile for maintenance.

For the piece de resistance of the 


foregoing, originally guen in Good 
Housekeeping, the instructions are: 


Hoast Turkey. — liemove the crusts 


from a stale loaf of bread. Uivak the 
loaf in the middle and grate or rub the 
bread into fine crumbs. Season highly 
with salt and pepper. 
Add a cup of 


diced celery, cook U-ndcr. With a fork 
mix ct-lery and seasoning well through 
the crumbs, then .sprinkle over and 
through them three or four tablespoons 
of melted butter. With a spoon put 
the prepared crumbs in the place from 
which the crop was removed until the 
breast becomes plump. Put the re- 
maining crumbs in the body. Do not 
pack the crumbs closely in either crop 
or body, but allow room for them to 
swell when moistened by the steam 
from the turkey in cooking. Fold back 
the wings. Press the legs clo.se to the 
body, crossing the drumsticks in front 
of tho tail. With small skewers and 
strong cord fasten in proper shape. 


Place the turkey, back up, on a rack 


in the roasting pan. When the back 
is browned, turn the turkey over, and 
when the breast and sides are nicely 
browned, baste with a thin gravy every 
ten or fifteen minutes until the fowl is 
cooked. An eight pound turkey will 
cook thoroughly In two hours. "Use the 
water In which the celery was cooked 
to make basting gravy for the turkey.

"What In an Expert t" 


"You 
often speak of export poultry- 


men," 
says a correspondent, "Now 


please tell us—what is an expert?' 


Wo must confess that the question 


came with something of a shock, for 
really it never heretofore occurred to 
us that any one who knew the meaning 
of the common word "expert" w5ould 
not know what was meant when it 
was iised to describe a poultryman. 


But as we think it over iu the light 


of some discussions recently taking 
place in our columns it does not seem 
so strange that some confusion should 
exist. 


Properly speaking, nn expert poultry- 


man is one whose experience and train- 
ing have qualified him for some branch 
of poultry keeping. Such a man is an 
expert iu his particular lino. Some are 
expert in several lines. If there is one 
who may fairly claim to be expert iu 
all lines, he has not yet been located. 


TUit some recent communications ap- 


pearing in these columns have treated 
of "experts" as a species of parasites 
among poultry-men. Some of our corre- 
spondents have had dealings with men 
who professed experience and skill they 
did not possess, and so seem to have 
arrived at the conclusion that none of 
tho&e claiming to be accomplished 
poultrymeu is so in reality. Thus it 
has happened that the term "expert 
poultryman" has sometimes appeared 
as a derogatory phrase.—Farm Poul- 
try. 


Tonltry Manure. 


As Is well known, poultry manure la 


one of the best and strongest fertilizers 
extant, says a writer In an exchange. 
During the warm weather, however, 
which is not too favorable for the 
keeping of this manure, ns it parts 
very rapidly with its ammonia, it is 
not advisable to keep it separate from 
the other manures. It will be more 
economical and serviceable either to 
use It immediately or to mix it with 
the stable manure. The dropping from 
growing animals or birds Is not so val- 
uable as that from matured stock, so 
that tho autumn or winter Is a better 
tlinc to store up the poultry droppings. 
A very good way In summer to dispose 
of It is by making It Into a liquid ma- 
nure and watering fruit trees, flowers 
and vegetables all Into the roots.

Ihe game laws of Canada are iu the 


inahi wholesome and reasonable and 
are usually eiif«"-ced with propriety 
and good effect. Occasionally, howev- 
er, the game warden* go a trifle too 
far and construe the law somewhat 
too literally, as shown ia a recent dis- 
patch from Yaiieeboro, Me. 


A Maine woman had been hunting 


bears with some success and unwit- 
tingly strayed across the borders into 
Kew Brunswick, when she was sud- 
denly confronted by a large moose. 
She wa* not seeking that kind of game, 
and when the moose shook iu antlers 
and menaced her she retreated. The 
moose followed, and she was able only 
with great difficulty to climb a tree 
out of Its reach. Then, a« the creature 
still remained ia an ugly, challenging 
mood and there was a prospect ot her 
being kept a prisoner for some time, 
she snot it and escaped from her pre- 
dicament. 


But her troubles did not end here. 


The laws of Xew Brunswick require 
the nonresident hunter to obtain a 
license. She had no such license and 
was forthwith mulcted in $100 for her 
violation of the laws, notwithstanding 
the fact that she really shot hi self 
defense.

er the bears she shot fell In Maine or 
New Brunswick, but apparently bears 
do not count, as they are scarcely to 
be regarded in the same light as moose. 
It would seem that the Canadian game 
laws might be amended for the sake at 
least of gallantry to treed Dianas. 


The Trouble I a Somaliland. 


Just why the Mad Mollah is any 


madder Just now than at any previous 
time it is difficult at this distance to 
understand, but that he is mad and 
tliat his madness is causing Great 
Britain much annoyance there is no 
doubt. 


The present situation appears to be 


much the eame as that at Kumassi in 
1900, when the resident British govern- 
or was besieged by the Ashantees, and. 
ns on that occasion, some severe fight- 
ing may be expected before the upris- 
ing is quelled. 


Somaliland, the scene of the trouble, 


is a tract on the gulf of Aden south- 
east of Abyssinia, ceded hi 1890 to 
England by Germany In return for *he 
Island of Helgoland, off the German 
coast, long the property of the British. 
To the southward, on the Indian ocean. 
Is an Italian Somaliland, and both ter- 
ritories are menaced by the rising of 
the fanatical Arabs, who have kept the 
country south of the Sudan in turmoil 
for years. 


The British force, white and black, 


In all Somaliland comprises-only about 
8,000 men. Mad Mollah, who ia lead- 
ing the hostile forces, has from 15,000 
to 20,000 men, mostly mounted nnd 
armed with rifles. It 'is reported that 
the Mad Mollah's adviser has been the 
famous Karl Unger, an Austrian army 
ex-officer who years ago took service 
with the mahdi in the Sudan and sub- 
sequently acted with Osman Dlgna, 
the mahdi's chief lieutenant 


The complaint which the Kentucky 


state railroad commission has lodged 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion against the proposed merger of 
the so called Morgan lines in the south 
promises legal action in some respects 
more important than that which has 
been taken under the Sherman anti- 
trust law against the Northern Securi- 
ties company In the northwest. The 
complaint alleges in substoncethat the 
close relations which have been, estab- 
lished between the Louisville and 
Nashville and other formerly rival 
lines In the south means that competi- 
tion has been or will be eliminated and 
that "all the business and1 products of 
over 16,000,000 people in 442,000 square 
miles of territory" will be under the 
control nnd domination of a single In- 
dividual. There is here a much more 
complex situation, than is that Involv- 
ing the merger of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern, and the hearings 
held by the Interstate commerce com- 
mission will be watched with interest 


We ought not to be too severe on the 


Colombian revolutionists, as tho pres- 
ent is likely to be the last opportunity 
they will have for this sort of per- 
formance. They will have to be stop- 
ped for good nnd all when we begin 
digging the isthmian canal, and that 
ought to be very soon.

Exercise 1.—Stretch the hands above 


the head as far as possible, clinch tho 
thumb cf the right hand between the 
thumb and first linger of the left hand. 
Xow bend the body forward at the 
waist. 
Stretch the hands as far as 


possible all the while, the muscles held, 
tense In the meantime, and continue to 
bend until the hands touch or nearly 
touch the ground. Now raise the body 
to its starting position, breathing rapid- 
ly all the while. 
Air must be taken 


Into the lungs in unison with the move- 
ment, BO that by the time the hands are 
above the head the lungs will be filled. 


Exercise 2.—Hands In same position 


as in first exercise. Bend the body 
backward as far as possible, breathing 
always through the nostrils; remain in 
this position for a few seconds. 


Exercise 3.—With the arms stretched 


out on either side, bend the body at the 
hips very slowly until one hand points 
directly upward and the other down- 
ward. Remain in this position for a 
few seconds, breathing deeply, nnd 
then go to the other extreme. 


Kxcrclse 4.—Stretch the arms out ns 


far as possible on either side, feet to- 
gether; twist the body gently, turning 
round to the right as far as you caiL 
Do tliis slowly, and remain In position 
a few seconds, then twist the body 
gently round to the left. 


Exercise 5.—Place the hands on the 


hips. Stretch forward as far as possi- 
ble, then cause the body to vibraie rap- 
idly back and forth. This will be the 
most dllhcult exercise and requires 
considerable practice, but is very ef- 
fective. It should be done a few sec- 
onds only at u time. Its special use is 
to reduce llesh round the abdomen. 


Exercise 0.—Stand in the same posi- 


tion as in exercise 5 and vibrate the 
body rapidly from side to side. This 
reduces flesh on the hips and sides. 


The exercises should not be prolonged 


for more than five minutes. Four or 
five mintues given to them twice a 
day, morning nnd evening, are suffi- 
cient. 


Baked Qnlncei. 


Baked 
quinces 
are excellent for 


luncheon, and since quinces keep well 
one may enjoy them often until almost 
Christmas time. Core and pair eight 
ripe, juicy quinces. Core before paring 
that the fruit may keep its shape. Put 
them into a buttered baking dish, fill 
cavities with sugar, sprinkle what re- 
mains of three-quarters of a cupful of 
sugar over thorn and add one and a 
half cupfuls of water. Cover and bake 
until soft in a moderate oven, basting 
often with the sirup in the dish. 
Quinces require a long time for cook- 
Ing. Serve them hot with butter and 
sugar.—-Good Housekeeping.

Wash and core large pears, put

Clearing the Way For Panama. 
The official rei>ort of Attorney Gen- 


eral Knox In reference to the title to 
the Panama canal franchise nnd prop- 
erty, announcing the conclusion that 
"the United States will rccehe a 
good, valid and unlncumbered title," 
settles an Important question hi the 
preliminary work of digging the Isth- 
mian waterway. 


The only obstacle now remaining ia 


the lact of an adequate agreement 
with tbe United States of Colombia 
concerning toe terms upon which tho 
government of that country will trans- 
fer tbe concession to tbe government 
of the United States of America. A 
protocol was signed last May by Secre- 
tary Hay and Minister Concha of Co- 
lombia, but this had to be modified to 
conform vrith the Spooner act subse- 
quently passed by congress. 


Minister Concha seems now Inclined 


to place obstacles in the way of the 
consummation of the treaty, be having 
apparently taken umbrage at the ac- 
tion of the United States In safeguard- 
ing the Panama railroad during the 
revolution on the Isthmus. While this 
has caused the state department nt 
Washington some annoyance and occa- 
sioned direct communication with the 
Bogota government, it Is not believed 
that It will long delay negotiations 
Tbo matter Is of so gieat importance 
to both countries that it Is hardly con- 
ceivable that any serious difficulty can 
arise to prevent the promulgation of n 
mutually satisfactory treaty. 


The action of the National Women's 


Christian Temperance union conven 
tion In severely condemning the shock- 
ing illustration on billboards by some 
variety theatrical companies Is to b" 
commended, and It Is hoped It may 
awaken a stronger public sentiment 
against this evil.
